Your Congressman 
"^Reports 

By Cong. 'Robert. MeClory ' 

Few Issues before the Con- 
gress- pack the emotional 
wallop of tlic pending Immi- 
gration Mi 1 1. In addition, few 
ineaames have 'evoked -as 
great a volume of correspond* 
ence, petitions, etc. Tlio Im- 
inigralipn Bill which consists 
pf amendments {o' the so- 
called Walter-McCnrran Ini- 
nitgralion-Act -of. 19152 has 
been regarded by .some as an 
pptJ.ning of the floodgates .for 
wholesale admission of Orien- 
tals, Africans or^even worse 
— Connnunists! 

Congressman Michael A. 
Feighan, Democrat of Ohio, a 
.Hlnnncli subscriber to Anierl- 
canism programs of the Am- 
erican Legion and various 
palri()lic groups, has served 
a.s thairman of the Immigra- 
tion Subcommittee consider- 
ing' this important legislation, 
ilecent l.v— Congressman— Fek 
ghan, declared that the hear- 
ings conducted by his. com- 
mittee have established' one 
central fact beyond any 
doubt; "thai our present 
method of immigrant admis- 
sions, involving several sys- 
tems, is Ifiadequate, mislead 
ing and in need of immediate 
revision." 

With respect, to those who 
rL'gard the national .origins 
and quota system as inviolate 
imd-indispensable,-arfew-dc- 
velopmenls under this system 
may come as quite a shock. 
For instance, with a Greek 
(|Uola of aoo per year, more 
than a.noo Greek immigrants 
have been actually admitted 
during each of the past ten 
years. During the same per- 
iod, with an Italian quota of 
approximately 5,000 per year, 
nu)re\tiian 15,000 per year 
have been admitted; and with 
a .Fa])ancsc^ quota of 105 per 
year, almost 5,000 per year 
have ■ obtained Immigrant 
slalus. 

While . the - established 
quota limit under the na- 
tional origins system was es- 
tablished at 158,361 per year, 
the fact is than .more than 
300,000 iinmigrants have 
been admitted annually un- 
der the existing program, 

In the bill sponsored by 
Congressman Feighan, the 
following new- principles 
would govern our natlon'*s 
immigration 'policy: (1)' an 
over-all celling of 225,000 

jmmigrapt admissions- per 

year'"for all purposes" would 
become effective; (2) existing 
preference waiting lists- 
would be wiped out with the 
exception- of the waiting list 
for Italy which is now In ex- 
cess of 100,000 and will take 
some time to satisfy; (3) im- 
mediate family members of 
United States citizens. .will re- 
ceive first consideration eit- 
abling families to be reunit- 
ed where the relationship, is 
tliat of spouse, child, parent, 
or sister; (4) professional per- 
sons with skills and talents 
needed in the United States 
will be granted ipimigrant 
status' without delay; (5) oth- 
er persons with skills found 
by the Secretary o^ Labor to 
be unavqilable or in short 
supply in this country, would 
be entitled to preference; 
and ((6) refugees from Com- 
munist tyranny in limited 
numbers would be granted 
temporary refuge in this 
country upon a finding that 
they were unable to rctiicn 
to their homelands^ 

' Residents of the 12th Con- 
gressional^ District of Illinois 
have a particular interest in 
the proposed Immigration 
Bill by reason of the fact 
that members of many na- 
tionality groups have^taken 
up residence here, principal 
ly In Lake County. Large 
communities .of ' Poles, Lith- 
uanians, .Greeks,. Latvians, 
Estonians, Finns, Swedes, 
Slovenians, Slovaks, Serbs, 
Ukranians,' Croadans, Armen- 
ians and others- in the Wau- 
kcgan-North Chicago area as 
well as the large number of 
Italians located in the High- 
:wood. area iirovide a great 
living testimony of experi- 
ence with existing immigra- 
tion' laws and the importance 
of revisions along the lines 
sTecommended by Congtois- 
rtoan . Feighan and ' hta .col- 
Idtagues on the Immigration 
Subcommittee,. 



tho words of Congressman 
Feighan: "The jtlme lias come 
for • a scl<!ctive Immigration 
program \Vlth qualitative' and 
quantitative controls — gear- 
ed to our domestic require- 
ments and consistent with 
our interiiqtlonal commit- 
ments.*' 

Even before the assassino^ 
tlon of President Kennedy; 
there was action In the Con- 
gress, for. .Fedoi?al_ firearms 
legislation', Tlio fact that 
Leo Harvej^ O.swald, the al- 
leged assassin, was able to 
purcliase his high-pow'ered 
rifle by mail order (with no 
questions asked) has focused 
attention on the jack of ex- 
isting , controls, over gun 
.sales.' ' ^ ■_.. , , , 

The principal firearms bill 
in. the present Congress is 
.sponso'red by Senator 
Tlioma."} Dodd, Democrat of 
Connecticut, a former F.B.I, 
agent and a person dedicated 
to preserving Constitutional 
priijciples. Senator Dodd's 
bill (S. 14) woiijd require 
that ahyone seeking' to. pur- 
chase firearms by m^ i T 
should furnish an affidavit in 
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duplicate containing the fol- 
io wing information: (a) 
name, address and age of 
the purchaser; (b) n state- 
ment that no, law is being 
violated by the purchaser; 
and (c) the name of the chief 
local law enforcement offi- 
cer. , 

Under the Dodd proposal, 
it would be ynlawful for a 
mail order house to -ship -a 
gun until after one. of the 
affidavits: liad'bdeh sent by 
mafl to the local law enforce- 
irient officer — and ■ received 
by him. Thereafter, the law 
enforcement officer would b_e 
furnished with a ^leseription 
of the gun, but not its serial 
number. 

Senator Dodd has lirought 
out in the* Senate hearings 
that 25 per cent of the fire- 
arms' purchased by mall in' 
tlie District of Columbia arc 
sold to persons with ' crim- 
inal records. Another higii 
percentage of mhil- order 
sales of. firearms is made to 
minors,'* mentally, ill persons 
and various irresponsible ele- 
ments of our country. ^ 

Ip . considering Federal 
firearms legislation, Mcni- 
bers of Congress are mind- 
ful that the second Amend- 
ment to the United States 
Constitution provides that 
"the| right to keep and bear 
arms shall not be . impaired." 
However, the Dodd bill docs 
not appear to infringe on 
this constitutional right, and 
most- witnesses_before the 
Senate Committee have not 
contended otherwise. Indeed, 
Senator Dodd states that his 
bill has been amended to 
satisfy questions raised by 
the National Rifle Associa- 
tion and other sportsmen's 
groups. 

^Other measures pending' in 
the Congress which call for 
registration of all firearms 
or -which :,would require a 
permit to purchase or -pos- 
sess firearms have been met 
with strong objections by. 
sportsmen's and otiier groups 
and these bills do not ap- 
pear to have substantial sup- 
port in the Congress. In- 
cluded in this latter group 
are bills such as that spon- 
sored by Congressman Bob 
Casey of Texas which would 
niake it a Federal offense '.to 
employ-a -gu n_ln_lhe_CQipi 
mission of any crime. 

Some Federal firearms 
control law is almost certain 
to be enacted. at this session 
of the Congress. Thereafter, 
the effectiveness of any such 
law will depend upon the 
enforcement and the public 
support which it receives.
